World-famous flamenco guitarist, Carlos Montoya, will 
perform at Clarke college on Wednesday, Oct. 14, at 8:15 p.m.

Montoya interprets flamenco music with such understand- 
ing that the Spanish say he is “gypsy on all four sides.’ Be- 
cause of his great popularity, he is the most widely recorded of 
flamenco artists, and has traveled extensively in Europe and 
the United States as an accompanist to flamenco dancers. 
Montoya is the only solo flamenco” 7 
guitarist performing his art on the 
concert stage. 

Flamenco is the gypsy style of 
Spanish music, dance and song. It 
developed as a folk art, differing 
from the formal classical Spanish 
music in its forceful expressiveness. 
In the 19th century it became popu- 
lar outside of gypsy circles and was 
known as “flamenco”. The guitar 
is always plucked by the fingers, not 
a pick.

“Envy Blindness” 


Perhaps the “‘grass actually is greener 
on the other side of the fence’’ or are we 
scrutinizing other places with jealous 
“green eyes?” 

The cosmopolitan centers of Europe 
certainly harbor some of the great 
treasures of the world. The darkest 
corners of the art galleries shelter paint- 
ing masterpieces. Sensitive, gifted 
orchestras interpret musical symphonies, 
concertos and operas. Atmosphere 
abounds in the antique, art and book 
shops in Paris Left Bank region. His- 
tory projects from imposing facades of 
churches, palaces and government build- 
ings. 

However, on reflecting, one -can 
surely discover good things in one’s 
own locale, influenced as all America 
is by its European forefathers and en- 
tiched by its genius culled from every 
continent. It is necessary to view one’s 
own hometown with new and more ob- 
servant eyes. 

With only a little scouting a city 
may unfold its own cultural and na- 
tural delights. Although outdoor 
band concerts do not rival the Viennese 
opera, the variety of music from arias to 
marches to group singing may provide 
a sun-sparkled or starlight quality en- 
tertainment. Citizens can enjoy a con- 
cert series during the winter months. 
Perhaps a community theatre or travel- 
theatre series may whet dramatic appe- 
tites. Art centers are available. 

On Clarke’s campus the desirable op- 
portunity for a variety of events is 
evident to the freshmen. Upperclass- 
men, however, will benefit from re- 
opening their eyes to programs such as 
the concert-lecture series, student and 
guest art exhibits, Clarke’s dramatic 
productions and music concerts. In 
addition a civic concert series highlights 
the season. The Strand theatre pre- 
sents an art feature presentation weekly. 
The city of Dubuque itself offers a 
wholesome Midwest charm and more 
than a century of history. 

Even if your interest does not pro- 
duce another Louvre in your locale, it 
will stimulate more quality cultural 
advantages. Envying other people and 
places is not rewarding. Although the 


grass may be greener elsewhere, you 
have a bit of solid ground too. Your 
interest will water your local cultural 
greenery. 


The Question Persists: 
How to Join NFCCS 


Less than 3% of Clarke students un- 
derstand their membership in NFCCS. 
In fact, many are ignorant of the fact 
that they are members. 


This statistic would be startling if 
it were not for the complexity of the 
Organization itself. Since NF func- 
tions on the campus, regional and na- 
tional levels, as well as on the interna- 
tional level through Pax Romana, its 
activities touch thousands of college 
people in varied fields of interest. 


The full benefit of NFCCS is felt 
by the Mystical Body, as each federated 
Catholic college student assumes his 
baptismal responsibility to be an apos- 
tle. 

To be practical in developing Catho- 
lic action, NFCCS appeals to students 
within their own areas of interest, for 
these are the areas where they will have 
the greatest opportunity to make the 
lay apostolate effective. 

Clarke has on its campus the Confra- 
ternity of Christian Doctrine (CCD), 
Family Life, Forensic, Travel, Interna- 
tional Relations (I-R), Literary and 
Mariology commissions and the Science 
committee which is on trial before being 
voted as a commission. 

Most of the Clarke NF commissions 
act through clubs already working on 
campus. But in addition they serve 
to draw out students from their pro- 
vincialism to share with other colleges 
and supplement what the students can 
glean on their own campuses. The 
Iowa region of NFCCS conducts four 
all-commission workshops a year at 
four of the seven Catholic colleges in 
the region. 

Besides commission workshops, on 
the regional level NF holds an annual 
seminar with a keynote address and 
discussion groups devoted exclusively to 
to the basic purpose of NFCCS. 

NF is an enlightening and direct 
way of plunging into the work of your 
Christian obligation to be a lay apostle. 
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Absolute Standards: Myth or Must 
In Chastity Norms, Magazine Asks 


The enduring Christian concept of premarital chastity is questioned in 
the article, ‘A Report on Current Attitudes toward Chastity in the July, 
1959 issue of MADEMOISELLE magazine. _The editors note indicates that 
the author, Jane Whitbread, based her opinions on a group “privileged in 
educational and family background.” 

Jane Whitbread, a free lance writer and mother of four children, reports, 
“Belief that sexual behavior is up to the individual was the one opinion about 
sexual conduct common to almost all that I talked to.’’ Her obvious impli- 
cation throughout the article is that the conclusion is the norm of every well- 
adjusted, intelligent and cultured young person. Her article, however, is not 
documented by actual numbers, colleges or ages of the young adults interviewed. 
The reader must rely on the integrity of the magazine. 

Actually, the outdating of the standard, according to Mrs. Whitbread, 
results from three modern developments; the decline of religious authority, the 
rise of psychiatry which offers promise of complete emotional development 
and the emancipation of women. 

The three causes she outlines bear some investigation. This questioning 
generation, indicates the author, ‘‘seck salvation . .. by trying to establish their 
own integrity and be true to it.’ Would not one’s integrity include the 
development of one’s spiritual nature and a corresponding adherence to the 
authority of the Supreme Spiritual Being’s laws as expressed in religious doc- 
trine? Does psychiatry encourage the emotional indulgence of the individual 
or does it frequently find necessity to treat persons who have lost their security 
and happiness by unlimited emotionality? 

Finally, we examine the emancipation of women, a political decision with 
economic and social consequences. Was the emancipation granted to give 
women liberty or license? 

In reading the article one should reflect on the difference between liberty 
and license. License implies the right to select and reject absolute truth as the 
situation and our emotional insecurity dictates. Are there no social or moral 
absolutes confining our self-indulgence? Will pleasure of the moment ful- 
fill the individual? 

The standard of morality as we see it does not lessen our free wills. 
Indeed, we have an obligation to use our liberty to look for truth. Real truth 
is always absolute. An absolute fact or standard cannot be true for one per- 
son and simultaneously false for another. 

Unhappy Homes Produce Insecurity 

Perhaps the most confused and contradictory opinions in the article con- 
cern marriage and family life. The source of the loneliness which often 
drives young adults to break the moral barrier, the interviewed intimated, is 
an unhappy family life. 

More unhappy homes will be 


produced by young people who believe 
that “What's moral . . . is what contributes to the healthy growth of the 
individuals involved. A selfish person who excludes any consideration of 
the total social good will not make a good marriage partner or mother of 
a family. 

The young people concerned apparently do not relate their sense of 
insecurity to a lack of stability in their moral training. In their future homes 
they feel that chastity should be taught as a “social guidepost,”’ although it 
is admitted that wholesale disregard for the traditional standards would en- 
danger both marriage as an institution and the ideal of human love. 

However, some young people interviewed rationalize ‘that they use 
premarital experience to test marriage because they consider this step so impor- 
tant. Aren’t they then weakening the institution they hope to enter? An 
ironic or perhaps serious statement clearly reflects the unbalance of the think- 
ing behind the article, ‘‘Until society finds better institutions for raising 
children to become mature adults, capable of love and concern for others, mar- 
riage should be maintained and strengthened.” 

Is this the editorial policy and belief of this slick magazine which is 
the ‘‘fashion Bible’ for many collegians? The conclusion of this article 
certainly justifies the theme for the short story on the -following page in 
MADEMOISELLE. . 

For educated people, uncritical reading, even of a fashion magazine. is 
unthinkable. Mrs. Whitbread has woven an admirably written and well- 
integrated article from her material. However, closely scrutinized, it contains 
sufficient contradictions of its own thesis. Many readers will gullibly and 
unthinkingly swallow and absorb this rejection of the rule of premarita 
chastity. They never Seriously reflect on the editorial policy which accepte 
the viewpoint of this feature without any apparent reservations. .
